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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The added limitation regarding the specific amount of surfactant in claim 1, line 12 requires further 
consideration and search. 



Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: of the same reasons set forth in the final 
rejection. The Examples and Comparative Particles 1 and 2 (which correspond to the adjunct of Atkinson as alleged by Applicants) at 
Table 1 on pages 54-55 of the specification were carefully considered, however, the showing is not commensurate in scope with the 
claims. Assuming Comparative Particles 1 correspond to the adjunct of Atkinson, the dissolution rate (%) at 5 degrees C after 60 seconds 
which is 90% still meet the dissolution rate required in present claim 1, which is 90% or more. 
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
